Extras were 
on the streets of New York with a 
ful} account of Harding’s death long 
before many people in the Paiace ho- 
tel. were aware that anything out of 
the ordinary had occurred. 

The Universal Service is on the job 
twenty-four’;hours out of the day. 
Every item of interest-in the world 
is reported, and the best of these will 
appear each ‘day in the Record- 
Herald.

The building is one of the most 
attractive in Richmond, and ig made 
possible hy the patronage 


that has 
been accorded the Record-Herald by 


the general public of Richmond. The 
building and lot represent in- 
vestment of over $20,000. 

The structure is 25x112 feet and 
has a, second Story In the front por- 
tion of the building which is 25x25 
feet. Directly in front of the butld- 
ing and facing Macdonald is 
the ‘business department. The rear 
of the structure, which is 25x80 feet, 
is occupied by the mechanica! depart- 
ment in which all of the typesetting 
is done. 

Between the mechanical department 
and the business rooms is the news 
office, which faces Twenty-second St. 
The news office is entered either 
through the business office during the 
day time, or after the closing of the 
business office entrance may be made 
through the Twenty-second street en- 
trance. 

The second story above the busi- 
ness rooms is occupied by the adver- 
tisement and circulation departments, 
and a private office. Entrance is 
gained through either the news or 
the business offices, or a separate 
entrance On Twenty-second street. , 

The business office is well lighted 
with five large plate glass windows. 
The walls of the room are tinted a 
light terra cotta and the ceiling 13 
of a cream shade. A large oak coun- 
ter has been provided. This depart- 
ment also has a private office. 

As one enters he may pass directly 
into the editor-in-chief’s office at the 
left, through which admission to the 
news rooms or the advertising an‘ 
circulation rooms may be gained. 

There are two entrances from the 
business office to the editorial depart- 
ment. Acommodations for the news 
editor and reporters are ‘provided, 
with adequate room for ‘busines svis- 
itors. There are two main telephone 
lines, thus insuring immediate ser- 
vice.

After the type has been set. it is 
assembled on a galley and a borler 
placed around the ad. Then ft goes 
to the make-up man to be placed 
in the forms, or pages. These pases 
are on movable turtles, which can 
be pushed back ‘to the press whea 
printing hour arrives 

The mechanical room of the Ree- 
ord-Herald has been well planned 
and well equipped. Three linotynes 


are used for the setline of the type, 
both for news-stories 
ments. Large type cast on 
Ludlow, and as a consequence 
little material is hand-set. The 
tery of linotypes have been placed 
next to large windows, furnishing 
an abundance of light and ventilation. 
The skylights in the roof also tend 
to make the room well lighted—-a 
decided change from the newspaper 
office of former times. In the latter 
the mechanical department Wag very 
apt to ‘be puched back dark, 
ill-lighted corner.

A short time afterward it took over 
a weekly known’ as the “Richmond 
Herald,” conducted by Juan Kennon, 
and the hyphenated name ‘“Record- 
Herald’ was adopted.

Herald, and at this time a second 
typesetting machine was installed. 
Since then, with the increase in 


business, a third maltiple magazine 
typesetting machine was put in, also

There has also been installed a 
Ludlow casting machine, with two 
steel cabinets, containing mats of 


the most modern type faces.

it was found that the quarters at 
1030 Macdonald avenue were too 
small, and arrangements were made 
for the new home at Twenty-second 
and Macdonald, which is now occu- 
pied by the newspaper and job print- 
ing departments. 

The Record-Herald’s new home is 
one of the most attractive, and most 
conveniently arranged, in the coun- 
try. Its newspaper and job depart- 
ments are equipped with every mod- 
rn mechanical device for the hand- 
ling of news, advertisements and job 
printing, and the new building now 
houses the largest newspaper plant 
in Contra Costa county.

Today the Record-Herald will play 
host to thousands of Richmond rvsi- 
dents. An Opportunity will be given 
everyone to see just how a news- 
paper is published. In order that 
the work done may be understood. 
a brief explanation will be given 
of the method used in the issuing of a 
paper the size of the Record-Heralu. 
Roughly the work of a newspaper 
may be divided into four departments, 
news gathering. advertising, me- 
chanical and circulation. In reality. 
there are many more since each de- 
partment may be sub-divided under a 
wamber of different classifications. 
Probably the most-interesting work 
and the least understood—-is done by 
the news department. To the men 
in charge of this work are given 
countless problems to handle each 
day of which the reading public 
knows nothing. Yet the work must 
be done rapidly and accurately, 
though errors creep in which are 
more or less unavoidable due to the 
speed with which the news is gather- 
ed. e y 
‘Work of newspaper men is divided 
into three classes—gathering of cats, 
writing and_ editing. These who 
gather the day’s news rely for the 
most part upon certain central sourd- 
es gf information such as. the police 
station, hospitals, undarpekere. tire

On the smaller papers as a Pile 
the man who collects the news also 
writes it, following a style set down 
by journalism rules which for the 
most part are the same on all papers 
with minor differences such as may 
exist in the “lead” or introduction 
otf a story, or on capitalization. A 
story may be either “straight”, with- 
out frills of any kind, a “feature 
yarn” in which some unusual fact 
is played up, or a “sob-sister” story. 
The variety of a story to be written 
is designated by the news-editor who 
Jater copy reads the story and writes 
the head for it. 

The news-editor also has the task 
of giving the day's assignments, judz- 

ng the value of a story and decia- 
ing on the position to give it in the 
the paper all copy goes throngh his 
J sand either to be cut down, spread or 
eliminated. His judgment as to 
whether a_ story should or should 
‘not be run ig rélied upon and as a 
consequence he must have a least a 
speaking acquaintance with the libel 
laws, postal regulations and the 
|wishes of the public. 

1 Edited copy next goes to the me- 
chanical department where it is dis- 
tributed to the linotypes by the shop 
foreman. The linotype operator sets 
| the copy, type being cast on solid 
slugs, or pieces of metal, the width 
of a column. *These are assembled on 
a galley, slightly longer than a 
column an’ a proof taken which {fs 
| later read, erre.s marked and given 
_ to the opcrator for corrections. This 
type is then put in the forms. after 
j the proper heads have been placed 
over the stories and each page “just!- 
fied,” that is spaced out so that 
it may be locked up and placed on 
the press. 
) The press used by the  Record- 
Herald, an eight page Dup‘ex, prints 
from an endless roll of paper which 
is carried over the forms or pares 
and impressions made by heavy 
cv inders. Tho paper is brought 
through, cut and delivered already 
folded and ready for distribution. 

The finished product is then turned 
over to the circulation department 
for distribution and the papers are 
{taken to the homes of the subscribers, 
‘giving them with their breakfast the 
world and loca] news which occurred 
but a few short hours before.

Pictures which appear in the paper 
are printed from plates or copper 
cuts. The former are lead impres- 
sions made from “mats,” or hard pa- 
per impressions of the ‘original cop- 
per cut. “Mats” are furnished by 
syndicates which secure them from 
all parts of the country. The copper 
cuts are photographs on copper made 
from the original negative.
